If it 
is, then every Prince, or State, or Nation, 
that Itfſens, that weakens, that Negatively, 
by not aſſiſting when cblig'd, or Poſitively, 
by ating againſt is, injures, invades or fights 
againſc any Branch of this Confederacy, in- 
vades, injures and fights ga the Prote- 
ſtant Intereſt in the World, and, ſo far 4 
they do ſo, arc our Enemies, and ought to 
be tought againſt, and pray'd againſt, by 
every true Subjett of this Nation ?

liteteſt, and the Peace aud Liberty of

Let it be caſt up fairly, and let it be put 
into the Ballance ct Power; and let any 
Man tell me— How many Hands has the 
Contingeat of the Swede's being deny'd, 
taken off from the Armies of the Confede- 
rates? How many Regiments has the Hun- 
garian War torn a va from the Confedeta- 
cy? What Breathing has it given to France, 
that theſe Additjor ; were nut given to the 
Imperial Troops? Does Fr axe me numbe: 
us? —Where is General &2vutin and Sta- 
rembergb with the Imperial Armics, and 
what might not the Confederates have done 
to humble the French Power, had not theſe 
been deny'd on one Hand, and call'd away 
on the other ? 

Had the Imperial Troops, now fighting 
againſt the Hungar ians, bern joyn'd to Prince 
Eugene, 36 Battalions of Heſſian, Pruſſian, 
and Palatine Troops might have ſtay'd on 
the Mine, and prevented the Empire be» 
ing inſulted ; had 6000 Swedes been added 
to the Margrave of Bareith, the Lines of 
Stolboffen had not been inſalted, nor the 
brave Dake of Wirtembergh ruin'd 
Or had the Imperial Armies now in Fun- 

aria been in Spuin, the Battle of Almenzs 
724 never been loſt, nor King Cha les been 
driven away from Madrid; Phillip V. had 
been a Refugee at Paris, and Spain been 
fe! by this Time in the Houſe of Au- 
ride 

If the Proteſtant Religion be the Cauſe 
we defend, and the Cauſe of the Hunga- 
rians is Part of it; then the King of France 
is a Champion of the Proteſtant Religion, 
for he has been a great Support to, and is 
ſtil aſhſting the Hungarian: And this

m a moſt borric Manner, by praying tu 
him to abandon his Chprch,. and pull down

Can we 
ſay, the Hungarians are rot fatally Eat mies 
to this Confederacy, I mean con quential 
Enemies? — Can any Man deny tbeic di- 
verting our Confederate Forces, and lea- 
ving Gaps and Chatms in our Armies, at 
which the French Poser breaks in to :{-vour 
us? Unhappy Hungarians! that your Li- 
bert ies and your Religion ſhould be ſet up 
at the Rate of pulling down the Liberty 
and Religion of all Ewope—— That v«.ur 
Conteſt ſhould come on the Stage of the 
World, at a Time when it claſhes with the 
Caufe of GOD, and when you, 4s it w. /e, 
pur Heaven to the Neceſſity, eithet to ſup- 
preſs you, abandon his Intereſt in the 
World, or elſe to act out of the ordica:y
